With this he spin* a bys­ 
sus by which he can attach himself to 
whatever he like*. 
He doe# not even 
have to search for his food, but waits 
for it to come to him. He makes a bur­ 
row in the Hind or sand, attaching him­ 
self to the bottom by the byssus. Then 
he thrusts his siphon up through the 
mud and water until it reaches the sur­ 
face. The siphon is made up of two 
tube*, the water flowing in through one 
and out through the other. 
When the inflowing current, laden 
with minnie plants and animals, reach­ 
es the gill chandler, some of these are 
sifted out and retained for food, while 
tile water and waste matter flow out 
through the other tube.—Margaret W.
